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SOME INTERESTING FACTS 

ABOUT THE HUDSON. 

T IS the great public interest in the noble river 

discovered by Hendrick Hudson some three hun- 

dred years ago that justifies us in presenting the 

following interesting facts concerning this mighty 
stream: 

Although it is scarcely noticeable to the na- 
ked eye, the Hudson River flows down hill all the 
way from its source to the sea. In this respect 
it strongly resembles the Danube the Nile and, 
strange to say, the Ganges. 

The river is confined on both sides by banks 

not savings banks or national banks, but plain 
river banks—in which, with almost human intel- 
ligence, the stream has been making deposits for 
centuries. These deposits are not financial, how- 





“~ ever, but alluvial, and are seldom overdrawn. 
The water of the Hudson River is consistently 
wet from source to mouth, even in the dryest 
seasons. At the source it is clear and free from foreign substances, 
but in the vicinity of New York it shows traces of salt, barrel 
staves, retired vegetables and McAdoo tunnels. It should not be 
drunk in the latter condition without filtering, since it might prove 
deleterious to one’s health to swallow a tunnel or a barrel stave 
inadvertently. 

The moral character of rivers has never been a subject of in- 
quiry, but it is an interesting fact that of three chips thrown into 
the Hudson at Albany, a chip of wood and a Saratoga chip floated 
triumphantly upon the surface, while a poker chip sank immediately 
out of sight and has never since been seen. This appears to be a 
most significant indication of the river’s tendency along ethical 
lines.

Neither of these, however, 
has yet been known to affect the general character 
of the river, whichis in the main placid, pure, and 
aboveboard. 

The only serious defect in the Hudson River 
is that the Palisades seriously interfere with the 
view of Paterson, N. J., which might otherwise 
be had from the east bank. 

The health of the Hudson is beyond all criti- 
cism, scientific investigators having discovered 
that, while its bed is very damp, the river has 
never yet shown any signs of influenza, rheuma- HENUIA.
